Two 
weeks later, when the repeater 
failed due to low battery voltage, 
contacts had been made across the 
continent and across the Atlantic. 
K2UK/KH6 had heard 6's and KL7's. 
It had been possible to hear all 
U.S. call areas at one time. 


OSCAR 3, orbiting at 570 miles, 
received signals in a 50 kHz pass- 
band centered at 144.1 mHz and re- 
peated them on a similar band cen- 
tered at 145.9 mHz. This.first phase 
two satellite gave the amateurs of 
19 65a taste of the experiences we 
can now enjoy with the longer- 
lived OSCAR 8. 


OSCAR 7 is again in a period of 
eclipse each orbit so, with solar 
cells as the only source of power, 
it dies in darkness and powers up 
in mode B when the sun strikes it 
again. You should be able to hear 
the mode B beacon at 145.972 plus or 


minus doppler, (up to 3 kHz). 


OSCAR 8, also spending more 
time in darkness, has now cooled 
down to more normal temperatures. 
Telemetry looked good during orbit 
16,620 the evening of June 9. 


The phase 3B and 3C spacecraft 
are undergoing testing and adjust- 
ment, mostly in Germany. It has be- 
come likely that phase 3B will be
